of the Master, ai:d have likewise forgot 
ten the meaning of John, 8:7.

In addi- 
tou to lits preaching to tiio Plymouth socf- 
y twleo on each Sunday, Mr." Beecher did 
. groat doal of writing ot a general charac- 
er for tho public, and lectured cxtensivaly 
iroughoiit tho country. A number of his 
ool:s havo been published, but except"iN'ar- 
•ood," which was intended to bo a no\vl, 
jd tho lirsc volume of tho "Life of Christ," 
ono of these was wri-ton specially for book 
ublica:ion. They consist of his sermons 
tonographically reported, his impromptu 
dd reuses at prayer mootingsand other places, 
ho first volume of tho "JUifo oC Christ" wan 
ublishod in 1671. Only a short time ago ho 
ognn on the second volume, and it was 
bout Uvo-thirds complete ut tho time of his 
eath.

SWEPT TO DESTRUCTION. 


REMARKABLE AND FATAL ACCIDENT 


ON THE ELEVATED RAILWAY. 


Ton Mon Swept from tho Track Iiy ". 3Iu» 


Who Hunt to "'" Stops of a. Condi— 
Tliroo oCtlio Victims Dead null Others 
Railly Wounded— Fatal Wollcr Explo- 
lilous Kill Viro Moil. 


NEW YonK, Mnrcli 9.—Afow minutes 


lifter 7 o'clock Tuesday morning an ttccitlont 
occurred on tho down-town track of! tho 
Third Avonuo Elevated railroad at tlio Four- 
teenth stroot station which resulted in tbo 
Joath of threo mon and tho wounding of 
Koven, A flrij occurred at tho tailoring estab- 
lishment of Xicoll, tho tailor, on tho Bow- 
ory, near Hudson street. Tho clovutod trains 
on tho down track tvoro blockaded from 
Ninth street up as far as Fifty-second street. 
AU tho trains wore crowded with people or. 
thotr way to work-. 


Tho ofllcial report to tho company mule 


by S. M. Bailey, tho niauagor's secretary, 
gives tho following account oC tho way tho 
accident occurred: After statins tho i'nct of 
tho fu'O at NicoU's, lio says that at tlio point 
where tho accident occurred "thoro is across- 
over track, bnt tho facilities at that placo 
arc somewhat limited, and a slight block ot 
tho trains occuvre'.l on tho south-bound 
track. During tho bloc!;, and at U:-!^ o'clock 
a train was hold nt tbo Fourteenth stroot 
station on tho south-bound track, and thoro 
was another train on tho same track imme- 
diately behind it. Thoso trains wore filled 
•with passengers, and principally with labor- 
ing mon on tboir way to work, 
Tho labor- 


ing mon insisted upon leaving tho cars, and 
those on tho lost train, which was above tho 
station platform, got out ot tho caro of that 
train and started to walk to the station. 


"While- a numbov oC these mon were still 


wolfing on the track, tho track ahond wits 
cleared and tho train which had bocn be'd 
at tho Fourteenth street station moved ofl', 
Ono of tho passengers who was walking on 
tho track observing this, and boiag anxious 
to got down toivn, climbed to tho stop of tho 
extreme end of tho rear car of tho movin™ 
train. 
"VVhilo in this position his body ex- 


tended out beyond tho side of tho cor, the 
platform gate of tho car being, of course, 
closed at tho time, and while in this position 
—with his body protruding beyond the sidii 
of tho car—ho caino in contact with tho pas- 
sengers who were moving along the track 
walk, sweeping thorn oil' like a flash from 
tho walk into tho street below. This man 
managed to get on tho train and his identity 
has not yet boen established. At tho time of 
the accident, tho second train was not in 
motion at all." 
; Secretary Bailey adds that with three or 
four trainmen'on tho train it was impossible 
to prevent tbo cai'-lor.d of laboring men, who 
woro passengers, from getting oil' tho cars 
and walking on tbo track. Notwithstand- 
ing this tho company claims that thoro was 
plenty of room on tho track for tho passen- 
gers who got off tho train to reach the sta- 
tion in safety if it had not been for tho fooi- 
hardiiioss of tbo passenger who climbed upon 
tho step of tho rear platform of tho moving 
train. 


Tho following names of tbo killed and in- 


jured were received at tho company's oflico: 


Patrick Matthews, dead, and two other 


men whoso identity is unknown; Ames Mc- 
Carthy hip and back badly injured; Robert 
Schumakcr, badly injured; William Ken- 
nodi', back and side injured; James Lyle 
badly injured; Emil Weiler, general con 
tusioas; an urikown man, badly hurt and 
unconscious; Jose Girandior, genera! con 
tusions and fractured ribs. 


Tho narrow platform from which tho pco 


p'o fell was about two and a half feet high 
It is used by the trackmen when on duty 
and above Fourteenth street is not provide 
witb a hand-rail. It is assorted that whe: 
tho passengers leCD tho blocked car and tool 
to tho platform tho gatcinon of tho trains of 
forod no objection as they ought to have 
done. 


Down below, in tho stroet, was a scono o, 


horror. 
Tho mon had fallen in tho middle 


of tho stroet on tho surface car-track. Jn u 
ghastly heap they lay, some motionless, 
somo groauing faintly, and ono shrieking 
wildly in pain and terror, A crowd ol 
thousands who had watched tho blockade 
from below surged around and closed it 
upon tho scone. A police oilicer who hat 
witnessed tho occurrence sent out calls for 
ambulances. Ton had fallen from the track 
all told—that is, ten were found dead or in 
jurod. If any escaped unhurt tboy were not 
counted. Tho threo at tho bottom of tbi 
heap were dead. They had fallen head Ilrst 
and had smashed their skulls, one and all. 


FATAL SOILER EXPLOSIONS. 


Five- Lives Crushed Out, Several Injured 


and Moru Missing.

Somn pcop'.o thought 
that was a new kind of cndaciocs robbery. 
But it isn't. There nro threo men in the 
Kings County penitentiary for playir.g just 
that same gamo in Brooklyn years ago. it is 
a stupid trick, because tlio victims quickly 
discover thoy havo boon robbed, and tho ex- 
press companies take bold of tho matter and 
nmkcj short work of tho thieves. 
Another 


variety of the same game is to call around 
with boxes purporting to havo como by ex- 
press and collect charges on them. It used to 
bo vory common during tho htftday season, 
but wo havo brol;cn it up of lato years. Some- 
times the thieves deliver what purport to bo 
packages of expensive dry goods from well 
known firms on which small charges remain 
to. bo p.iiil, Sometimes they delude sonio 
avaricious woman into thinking she can profit 
by the apparent mistake. Of course tho pack- 
age is found to !K> filled witb hay or rngs 
when it is examined. 


AN OLD METHOD. 


"A once familiar method of wholesale, rob- 


bery here and in Now York was to visit a 
houso that had been closed by its occupants 
during the summer months, and making an 
entrance within, boidly proceed to carry off 
all tho contents in broad daylight on u truck. 
It is not often heard of lately, because it takes 
a great deal of nervo and tho chances of de- 
tection are very great. I undei-stand that 
thieves in western cities havo just le.imecl tho 
trick, and aro making things very unpleasant 
for families that go out of town for tho 
summer. 


"A very common guise for the sneak thief 
0 assume is that of the room hunter. Ho 
scans tho newspapers for advertisements of 
rooms to rent in available quarters. Then ho 
calls and inspects tho promises. Every timo 
tho landlady's back is turned ho picks up 
something of valuo. Sometimes ho drops his 
glove or his handkerchief and then coos back 
to look for it and gathers in whatever ho can. 
Or if ho KCOS a good overcoat in tlie hall h^, 
will send tho landlady back for tho liandker^ 
chief while ho disappears with tho coat. It, 
takes a well dressed and plausible tongucd 
thief to do that trick.
